The railroad presidents of Chicago is- 
sued a statement yesterday afternoon 
charging sensational defections from the 
ranks of the brotherhoods by loyal em- 
ployés.

CONSTANTINE has abdicated, and the grease 


a British peer was also an Italian prince, 
and his body, having been brought south 
from the almost inaccessible heights of 
Monfalcone to Rome, has been laid at 
rest in the family tomb in the grand old 
basilica of San Lorenzo, in Damaso. 
The prince bore the name of Don Giu- 
seppe Giustiniani~Bandini, and was the 
second of two sons of the ninth Earl of 
Newburgh, in the peerage of Scotland, 
who is also Viscount Kynnaird and Lord 
Levingstone in that kingdom, besides 
being the ninth Prince Giustiniani-Ban- 
dini, Duke of Mondragone, Marquis of 
Lanciano, of Rustano, and Count of Cari- 
nola of Italy. 

His only surviving son bears his father’s 
seoond title of Lord Kynnaird in Scotland 
and of Duke of Mondragone in Italy, and, 
although he has been married six or seven 
years to Princess Teresa of Boneompagni 
of Ludovisi, he has no children. 

Lord Newburgh has six sisters, one of 
whom spent a number of years in this 
country as Lady Isabella Howard, when 
her husband, Sir Esme Howard, now 
British enyoy at Stockholm, was coun- 
cllor and charg6é.d@’affaires of the British 
embassy at Washington. 

Another sister is married to Prince 
Camilo Rospigliosi, the commander of 
the noble guard of the pope at the vatican, 
his eldest son, Prince Jaimbattista Ros- 
pigliosi, having an American wife in the 
person of the former Miss Ethel Bronson 
of New York. 

Still another sister of Lord Newburgh 18 
the formerly so beautiful and still fasct- 
nating and brilliant Nicoletta, married to 
the Duke of Grazioll. 


— 
Lord Newburgh is the head of a family 
which has a more than ordinary amount 
of romance to history. The Italian house 
of Giustinianil, of which. he is chief, 
reigned as sovereigns over the4sland of 
Chies until it was seized by the republic 
of Genoa in the fourteenth century, and 
one of its members at a later date was 
the leader of the Latin auxiliaries engaged 
in the last defense of Constantinop! 
against the Turks. 

On the British side Lord Newburgh can 
trace his ancestry to Edward I. of Eng- 
land. His British honors have come to 
him through the distaff side of the house. 
The earldom of Newburgh, the viscounty 
of Kynnaird, and the barony of Leving- 
stone were bestowed in the first place by 
Charles II. on one of his favorite gen- 
tlemen in waiting, Sir James Levingstone 
of Kynnaird, who had been one of the 
most devoted tavaliers of Charles I., and 
had accompanied the latter's son and 
successor into exile. 

The second ear! died without male issue. 
His Scottish peerages passed to his daugh- 
ter Charlotte, who was married first to 
Hugh Clifford of Chudleigh, and after- 
wards to Charles Radcliffe, fifth Earl of 
Derwentwater, who lost his head on 
Tower hill in Lendon for participation 
in the Jacobite rebellion.

Lord Newburgh, while rich in honors, is 
poor in wealth, the once vast estates in 
Scotland, as well as those in Italy, having 
for the greater part become alienated 
from the family. Indeed, the fine old 
sixteenth century Glustiniani palace in 
Rome, one of the finest in the Eternal city, 
has been sold by them to the very wealthy 
Count Vitali, who, unless I am much mis- 
taken, has leased a portion of it to the 
grand orient of the Italian: Freemasons, 
the grand orient having formerly been 
quartered in the Borghese palace. 

With regard to Charlotte, Countess of 
Newburgh, in her own right, after the 
death of her first husband, Hugh Clifford 
of Chudleigh, to whom she wasdevotedly 
attached, she made known her firm deter- 
mination never to wed again. Charles 
Radcliffe, Earl of Derwentwater, repeat- 
edly proposed marriage to her, but was 
invariably refused. 

He was not, however, the man to take 
a widow's nay; for one evening he clam- 
bered down the chimney to her sleeping 
apartment—the chimneys were very large 
and roomy in those days—and, ‘pointing 
out to her that she was hopelessly com- 
promised by his presence in her room at 
that time of night, extortéd from her a 


consent to their marriage.
